According to this article, Mr. Deaver and Mr. Hannaford 
are "principals in a public relations and lobbying firm that 
has failed to register as a foreign agent for- Guatemalan interests 
while carrying on political and lobbying activities in this 
country to influence United States policies and public opinion."

He 
later said that he had met with congressional staffers, 
but had not yet met with any members of Congress to 
lobby for AAP. Aronson declined to identify the staff- 
ers with whom he had discussed AAP. 

Aronson said he was aware that the Foreip 
Agents Registration Act required disclosure of such ac- 
tivities to the Justice Department, but that filing had 
been held up due to “administrative delays,” and that 
the forms would be filed “within a few days.” He said 
that the contract had been arranged by Peter Hanna- 
ford, chairman of the firm. 

An aide in Usker’s office said that as of late 
Wednesday no communications from Deaver and 
Hannaford had been received since June 29, when the 
firm filed a routine report listing its propaganda and 
lobbying activities on behalf of two other foreign 
clients. 

Hannaford said he didn’t know when the registra- 
tion material had been sent, but that it was “within the 
past seven to 10 days.” He refused further comment, 
saying, “All of our relations with our clients are confi- 
dential, and I can’t discuss them now — you can. see 
me in Washington next week.” 

A Justice Department spokesman said that under 
the Foreign Agents Registration Act required disclo- 
sure information “has to be filed within 10 days of 
agreeing to act on behalf of a foreip principal and be- 
fore acting.” The spokesman added that “What 
constitutes acting on behalf of a foreip principal is 


doing anything - acting, engaging in activities 
covered by the act.” 

The covered activities include public relations, 
lobbying, and most other foreip-sponsored efforts to 
influence U.S. officials or public opinion, including ac- 
tivities which Aronson said he has already begun. 

Guatemala, which has been tom by domestic 
strife in the past two years, including 2,000 assassina- 
tion s or disappearances attributed to pro-government ] 
rightist forces and perrilla strikes by leftists, is seek- 
ing U.S. economic and military aid. The Carter admin- 
istration has refused to provide weapons requested by 
the Guatemalan government on human rights’ grounds. 

According to papers prepared and distributed by 
Deaver and Hannaford on behalf of AAP, “The politi- 
cal control of the country rests with the military,” but 
he government is “not totalitarian.” The U.S. govern- 
ment considers the Guatemalan government to be 
opposed to social progress and enpging in harsh re- 
pression. 

In an ‘interview, former Guatemalan Vice Presi- 
dent Francisco Viilagran-Kramer said that AAP, “a 
venerable organization” of “very enterprising business- 
men,” had only very recently “entered the local and 
international political field.” 

“The majority of them feel that Reagan is the 
best candidate for their interests,” Villagr^Kramer 
said. ’They have the feeling that Reagan would set 
aside the policy of human rights.”
